Wher^ pK)ssible, data have been (^splayed m a 
method facilitating comparison among segments 
and. rnsorne instances among states UnfortunateJy 
some information cannot be used to make 
comparisons due either \p inconsistent data 
definitions or insufficient institutional responses A 
portion of' the text preceding ea'ch section of the 
Digest, entitled ^Caveats— Please Note, documents 
these inconsistencies The reader, is urged to give 
particular attention to these caveats, and to cite them 
when excerpting information from the Digest One 
area which should receive particular 'attention is 
ethnicity Information describing the ethnic 
composition of California s faculty was intentionally 
omitted because we were unable to obtairvt 
comparable data from the segments We hope to be 
able to. provide this information m the 1979 edition 
Student ethmcity information h^been included, but 
use of these data should be considered carefufly prior 
to employing them ir^ legislative, executive, 
segmental, or institutional planning Student 
-ethnicity data were obtained usmg voluntary student 
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^ setf-desi^dtion, and may exhibit statistically 
signrficant abnormalities due to high nonresponse 
rates. The potentiaf for unintentional misuse of 
student ethnicity information Is great, and It should 
be used with great caution

The leader shoujid be awgre that 
reporting procedures employed t>y e^ch state, and 
particularly the five comparison states, while 
generally sirfiilar, may differ^ from that used m 
California/^or this reason, comparisons among 
Calrfomia, tfre five selected states, and the nation as 
a whole^houldbe made y/ith a degree of prudence 
T<he ' different educational programs, funding 
mechanisms^ arKj governance syste»is prevalent «n 
thejwnpari^pn states also differ, and the reader is 
urged to consider and provide q£tice oi, these

AND UNIVeaSITIES 

CaUfornia's system of 'public , postsecondary 
education is the Igtgest in the nation, currentj 
'consisting of 136 campuses, serving t^early 
mithon st\Jdents. This systeYn is separated into three 
distinct segments the University of California, the 
Calfforfiia Static University and- Colleges, and the/ 
Calrfornia Community Colleges A fourth afea of 
"other public" institutions tngJudes the Hastings 
'CoJIege of Law, the California Maritime Academy, 
Otis An Institute of Los Angeles County and the 
United States NavaJ Postgraduate School 

To provide guidelirfes for the orderly developcnent of 
the three public segments. A Master Pf an for Higher 
Education mQahfornia, 1960 75. v/as developed and 
^ recommendations largely incorporated into the 
9onahoe Higher Education Act of 1 960 The purpose 
of the 'Act v/as to define the functfon and^ 
responsibilities of each segment and to establish an" 
-econoiptcaf and coordinated approach to the needs of 
public postsecondary educatioj^ 

The Caiifomia Commanfty Colleges 

A fifteen- member ^^rd of Governors was created by ' 
statute in 1 967 to provide leadership ancj direct ton to 
the seventy ^Community College districts ^with 104 
campuses) that comprise the system Fourteen 
members of the Board are appointed bythe Governor 
to four-year terms The Governor also ^ppomtj a 
student • member to. a one-year term Uniike the 
University and the State University the Community 
Colleges are administered by local boards and derive 
the ma)ocny of their funds from local property taxes 

The Community Colleges are limited to lov.'er 
division (freshman and sophomore/ instruction ,n the 
liberal arts and sciences and in occupational or 
technical subjects They are authorized to grant the 
Associate in Arts or the Associate m Science degree* 
Community services bourses are also offered at no 
cost to t^e State 

The California State^Universrty and Colleges 

The State University system is comprised of nineteen 
campuses, governed by a statiitory twenty- 
three-member Board of Trustees A student trustee 
. and an alumni trustee each serve tv^ro-yezy terms 
The remairtrng^sTXteen mHmt>ers, appomred^by the ' 
Governor, serve eight-year terms In addition, there 
are five ^x-officio members of the Board Although 
the Board of . Trustees does not have the 
constitutional independence of the Regents, the 
Donah^oe Act of 1 960 did pr^de for cef^rahzation of 
policy and adnjinistrative 'functions, which are 
earned out by the statewide Chancellor s Office . 

The State UnrveVsity's primary function is to provide 
instruction to undergraduate and graduate students^ 
in the htferal ans^ and sciences, in applied fields, ancf 
tn v^ious professions, including peaching The' 
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granting of bachelor's anfd 'master's df^rees is 
au^orized^ but doctoral degrees may not be awarded 
exJept under the joint doctoral program wrth the 
University of California Faculty research is ^ 
authorized only to t,he extent that it is consistent with 
the function of •instruction 

The Unrversrty of California , 

The University system consists of nine campuses, 
including a separate health sciences facili^ at San 
Francisco, and a number of special research facilities 
located throughout the State Medical schools are 
presently located at the San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
San Diego, ^Davis, -and Irvine canr^puses^ Hastings^ 
College of La^ m San Fcj^ncisco, although affiliated' 
wrth the University, operates under a separate 
staKitory B^ard of Directors To govern the University 
of California, the State ConstUution grants full power 
of organization and governance to a twenty-"^ 
six-membef Board of Regents, seven, ex-officio. 
eighteen appointed for twelve, year terms by the 
Governor with the approval of the Senate, and one 
student appointed by the Bodrd for a one y^r term 

The Regents have substantia I independence from the 
■legislative or* executive branofaes of <tate 
government ' > ' 

In addition to the function o\ in^rycfion. which is 
basic to all three segments of public' postsepondary ' 
education, the University d'f California is designated 
as the pnmary State-Supported agency for research ^ 
Instruct^n is provided to both undergraduate and 
graduate students mthe liberal arts and sciences and" 
in the professions, including teaching The University 
has exclusive jurisdictio/^ over graduate instruction 
in the professions of lav/, medicine, dentistry, and 
veterinary medicine It has sole authority for 
av/arding the jjoctorate degree with the exception 
that in selected fields, joint d^oral d^rees n^ay^ 
awarded with the California State Univec^ity and 
Colleges, 

OTHER PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS 

The California Maritime Academy 

Established at Vallejo in 1929. the Academy provides 
a program for men and women who seek to become 
licensed officers in the JJnited States Merchant 
Marine It is governed by a seven-member Board of

< Introduction 

Data for the displays app^aring^in this section were 
obtained primarily from annual segmentak 
reports: Statistical Summary of Students and Staff 
of the University of California; Statistical Abstract of 
the California State University and Colleges; and 
analytical summaries produced by the ChanceUor s 
Office of the California Community Colleges. 
National and selected states' comparatrvfe data were ^ 
obtained from the Higher Education General 
Information Survey (HEGIS) Qonducted by the 
National Center for Education Statistics. Enrollment 
data for Fall 1976 and 1977 were obtained from 
computer tapes submitted by the University of . 
California qnd Jthe California State University and 

, Colleges. Aoditional sources of data were the federal 
Office of Civil Rights' Studerjt Enrollment Survey, 
s^gme/ital systemWide offices, aruJ the Population 
Research Unit of thaDepartment of Finance. All data 
and cfisplays on California public institutions ^ere 

- verified by the central administrative office of each 
segment. 

Comparative enrollment trends for the nation, , 
California, and the five states producing the greatest 
enrollments from Fall 1973 through jFall 1976^re 
displayed. The displays use 1 973 as a base year, vvith 
each subsequent year's growth or decline measured 
from that base year. Comments regarding these 
dispjays are based on information provided by the 
following agencies: Michigan— State of Michigan, 
Department pi Education; Pennsylvania- 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania Department of 
Education; and Texas — Coordinating Board, Texas 
College and University System. 

Data reported for independent institutions are for 
two-year and four-year institutions combined due to 
the relatively small number of students enrolled m 
independent two-yeaV colleges. 

All enrollment data displayed are for enrollment in 
courses for credit. 

Opening Fall Enrollment 
-'California Trends 

Credit enrollm^t at the California Community 
Colleges has increased substantially smce Fall 1 973, 
when 852,817 students were enrolled. ^Five years 
later, in Fall 1977, 1,120,520 students enrolled, for 
an iricrease of 31 .4 percent. The number of students 
enrolled in noncredit courses increased by 22 4 
percent during the same period. 



At the 
University of California, enrollments increased 6.4 
percent from Fall 1 973 to Fall 1 977. Hovyever, foi^the

NatidnaVand Selected States Comparative Trends 

Enrollment m two year pubhc mstitu^ons, which had 
been increasing nationally smce 1 973,.decreasedin - 
Fall 1976, the latest year of available comparative 
data. California and three of the comparison states 
followed the national pattern. Pennsylvania and New 
York continued to increase their errfollments, 
although at a reduced rate from previous years, 
i^palffornia's enrollment m two-year institutions m 
Fall 1976 was 26 percent above that m Fall 1973, 
while the national figures hac^^ncreased to nearly 30 
percent. Illinois led the comparison states with an 
increase of nearly 50 percent. 

Nationally, in California, and m the comparison 
states, four-year colleges also experienced a slight 
decline in enrollments in Fall 1976. Texas was an 
v^jwtception, however, as the state's enrollment 
continued to increase. The Texas Coordinating Board 
reported that several new colleges had opened In the 
state. New YorkV enrollment decline was most 
^vere, dropping 5.3 percent below the enrollment 
base yegr of 1973. 

Full-Time and Part-Time Enrollment 
California Trenos^ 

Part-Time undergraduate enrollment's a percent of 
total enrollment is irKreasmg in all three public 
segrpents. Community Colleges pa/t-time 
enrollment increased from 64.1 percent irtFall 19^8 
to 71 3 percent in Fall 1977 In Fall 1918, 27 4 
percent of the undergraduate enrollment at the StSte 
University and Colleges was part-time, compared to 
29 2 percent in Fall' 1977. The University, vyhile not 
enrolling many part-time students, experienced a 
similar trend of increasing, from 5.5 percent in Fall 
1973 to 7.1 percent in Fall 1977. 

At the graduate level (in Fall 1977), 77.3 percent of 
the State University and Colleges' enrollment was 
part-time while the University enrolled only 5.0 
percent of the graduate enrollment part time. Part- 
time graduate enrollment for the State University and 
Colleges increased steadily from 73.2 percent m Fall 
1973 to 77.3 percent in Fall 1977. The University's 
percent of part-time graduate enrollrfient, however, 
has decreased slightly, from §.2 percent in Fall 1 973 
to 5.0 percent in Fall 1977. 

National and Selected States Comparative Trends 

In four of the five seleqted states, and m California, 
part-time enrollment in||vo-year pubhc institutions 
increased more rapidfy tNan did full-time enrollment 

' / ■. 
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during the 1973-1976 period. This was the national 
^trend as well. New York and MIchigarvdisplay§d4he^~ . 
.^'^verse, however, with< full-time enrollment 
' increasing more rapidly than part-time. New York, in ,^ 
Fall 1976, had 1 percent fewdr part-time students 
than in Eall1973. In California and the nation, part- 
time enrollment continued to increase, while full- 
' time enrollment decreased in Fall 1976 

California's two-year institutions have enrolled more 
than 60 percent of their students part-time 
throughout the 70's. For the past two years, only 
^ three out of ten students have be^ enrolled full -time 
\xv California's two-.year public institutions. Although 
part-time enrollment in^^ichigan declined in 1976, 
part-time enrollment rejnains a greater proportion of 
total enrollment in about the same ratio as in • 
California. Pennsylvania reported ihat for the first 
time, in 1976, two-year public collegesenroHed more 
than one-half of their students part-tirne 

. Part-time enrollment also increased at a greater rate 
in four-year public institutions throughout the penod 
reviewed. Again, however, New York was the 
exception, with part-time enrollment decreasing 
^5.5 percent in Fall 1976.^while full-time enrollment 
was 0.6 percent greater tn t976 than m 1973. 
Aproximately 30 percent of California's four-year 
public college students were enrolled part-time in - 
1976. 

' Undergraduate and Graduate Enrollment 

The overall missions of the CalrforoflgiJStat^ 
University and Collesges and the Univ€5iKy ""of 
California differ, but their responsibilities to provide 
instruction at the undergraduate and master's level 
^e essentially similar. 

Although the University of California and the 
California"€tate University and Colleges cooperate in 
joint doctoral programs^struction at the doctoral ^ 
level is primarik^ a functiqn of tl^e University 
Professional leva^ instruction i.e., law, medicine. 
' pharmacy, etc., i^xclusiye to the l^niversity. 

In Fall 1977, the State University and Colleges 
enrolleiJ 239,895 undergraduate students, an > 
jncrea^ of 7^6 percent- since fall 1973;// 
undergraduate enr^ollment at the University was 
89,908, a 5.4 percent increase Graduate enrollment 
also Increased, 14 1 percent at the State University 
and Colleges and 9,0 percent at the Unlversitt during 
the Jive-year period reported 

Enrollment by Sex 

CaTifornia Trends 

The number of undergraduate women at the 
California Community Colleges, the California State 
University and Colleges and the University of 
California has increased steadily. The Community 
Colleges increased female enrollment from 45.0 
percent in Fall 1 973 to 52.6 percent m Fall 1 977. The 




State University and Colleges female undergraduate 
enrollment increased from 42.7 percent to 47 7 
percent; while at the University, the percent of 
women increased from 45.2 percent to 47 3 percent , 

The ratio of men-to-women graduat? students at tip 
State ' University and Colleges has changed 
reftiarkably since Falll 973, when 52.7 percent of the 
graduate enrollment were men and 47.3 percent 
were women. In Fall 1 977 a reversal hadtaken place, 
with women students making up 53.0 percent of the 
graduate enrollment For the University, female 
graduate enrollment also grew, from 27.3 percent to 
33.2 percent during the reported period. 

National and Selected States Comparative Trends 

The nation has also experienced a great increase in 
female enrollrhent in two-year public colleges since 
1^73. By 1976, 41.4 percent' more v^men had 
enrolled nationally thaw in the base year. Increases in 
female enrolltnent exceeded .those in male 
enrollment in each of the comparison states, with 
Texas and Illinois producing the largest Increases. 
63.4 percent and 62.4# pecent i^pect'ively 
Nationally, in California, and in four of the (ive 
comparison states, male enrollment in two-year 
public institutions declined in 1 976 from 1 975 levels 
National figures indicte that the increase in male 
enrollment over the base year dropped from 30.3 
percent in 1975 to 20.4 percent in 1976. 

The pattern of higher rates of increase in female 
enrollment over male enrollment was also evident in 
four-year public institutions, although the 
differences were not as dramatic By 1976. female 
enrollment nationally was 14.5 percent higher than 
in, 1973, while male enrollment had increased ohiy 
2.4 percent This compared to a 14,8 percenf^ 
increase in fefnale enrollment and 0,5 percent 
increase in male enrollment m California for the 
same period. New York alone, among the comparison 
states, reported declines belowthe 1 973 base year in 
both male and female enrollment. 

Enrollment by Student Level 

California Trends 

The State University and Colleges enrolled 2.2 
percent more lower division studemp and 3.2 percent 
fewer upper division students in Fall 1 977 compared 
to Fall 1 973. Graduate enrollment, as a percent of the 
total enrollment, has rpnrrained stable, increasing by 
only 1 .0 percent. Un'ivprsrty of CaHfornia enrollment 
at all student levels has also remained relatively 
constant. In the California Community Colleges, all 
enrollment is defined as lower division. The 
University of California and the California Stafle 
University "^and Colleges differ in their definition of 
lower division student. The State University and 
Colleges defines a lower division student as one 
possessing less than 90 quarter units; the 
University's definition is fewer than 84 quarter units 
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"transfer" students increased, and the percent of 
"continuing/returning" students decreased. 

The percent of undergraduate students, en/olled by 
studenj status at the California State Uarversrty and. 
Colleges has femamed stable for the past five years. 
In. Fall 1973, for exarnple, 10.4 -percent of the* 
u/Jder graduate enrollment was "fust-tiHoe 
freshmen,* compared to 10.5 percent m Fall T 977. At 
the University of Calcforma, however, the? percent of 
Tirst-time freshmen ' decreased fiom 19.8 percent 
in Fall 1973 to 17.6 percent in FallJI977. Also 
decreasing was the percent of transfer' students, 
from 15.7 percent m Fall 1973 to 13.1 percent m Fall 
.1977. The percent of total continuing/returning 
♦ Students increased 4.7 percent over the same frve* 
yeaf period. • • ^ ' 



^jj^lFment by Ethnicrty 

One ar^ of enrollmer^t data requirmg caution m its 
use IS ethnicfty. Student ethnicity information has 
"been included, but use^of these data should^ be 
weighed careful^y prior to employing them in 
^legislative, j^xecutive, segmental, or institutional 
' planning. Student ethnicity data were obta^ed 
through voluntary student self-designations and may 
exhibrt statistically significant abnormalities due to 
high nonresponse rates. 

Many stadents chose not to report their ethnic 
category in eachbf the years displayed^n the tables 
In- addition, the data dire incomplete, for the 
Community ' Colleges. Reporting categories 
estal^hshed by the federal government have also 
changed -severbl times over the years.. Fo/ these 
reasons, s\)iher\x ethnictty data are riot cortjparable 
between and withm years, inter*- or intra* 
segmentalty, or between student l^el and sex, The^ 
potentiator unintentional misuseof this information ^

^atlonal^and Selected States Comparative Trends 

TIj0 traditional View of a.College education is that 
students ertter ap institution as freemen, some drop 
by the waypide during their sophomore and junior * 
years, and the depleted remainder manage to survive 
through theU senior year until graduation. The 
assumption is that this process takes place in the 
same institution (frdm beginhing to end). Thi^ is no-- 
long^er the cgse^ particularly since the fantastic 
groygh in two-year colleges following the end of . 
WoHd War II. As a resulTof the irnection of two-year 
college tr^r^ers into the upp^ division levehrt*four 
year institutions, compensating effect h^s taken 
place. Jhe former disparity in numbers between 
lower division (first two years) and upper division 
(second, two years) in four-year institutions haS; 
narrowed. 

Nationally, four-year colleges reported there was a 
7.4 percent increase in lower divisffen- students in 
1 976, Versus a 3.8 percerjt increase in upper division 
students over 1 973 levels. Jhts increased'perceritage 
difference was also evident in California and three 
comparison states. New York was or\c0 m>re the 
exception to national trends. Both lower division and 
upper division enrollments in New York declined 
significantly in 1975. Upper division enrollment in 
1 975 was 1 5 percent above the base year, compared 
to'only 0.7 percent over the base year in 1 976 Lx>wec 
divisfon enrollment in 1976 bottomed out at 
approximately mmus 11 percent of 1973 levels. 

A composite of lower and^ upper division enrollments 
for all two-year and four-year colleges ancj 
universities serves to illustrate the impact of 
community colleges in the various states In 
California, in 1976/lower division enrollments m 
four-year public and independent colleges incf eased 
by 10 percent and 7 5 percent respectively, over 
J 973. However, when public two-year colleges are*^ 
added in, Californja experienced an increase of 23.4 
percent in lower division enrollment. Composite 
lower division enrollment increases exceeded upper 
division enrollment increases m every comparison 
state except New York, 

As in previous national and comparison states

growth.'By Fall 1976, graduate enrolliient in four^^lf^.^?^ discipline by student level In

was ^ 6 percent belov/ its 1 973 base year 
enromnent. Nationally, graduate enrollment tn 1 976 
was' 9 percent below the base year Texas, having 
opened several new upper diviSion/graduate 
centers, feported a 29.7 percent increase »n t976 
over base year graduate enrollments. 

EnrQllment by Student Status ^ 

The percent of "first-time freshmen" at the California 
Community Colleges has remained relatively stable 
during the past five years, while the percent of

Taking into consideration these dissimilarities, the 
State University and Colleges have noted a steady 
decrease m the percent ^nd numbe/ of 
undergraduate Students enrolled in the Biological 
Sciences, Education, Foreign Languages, Letters, 
Mathematics and the Social Sciences. The University 
showed similarly steady decreases in the same 
disciplines,, with only three years of information 
reported. > , ' ^

Steady decrease^ in graSuate enrollment .were 
pbserved at the State University and Colleges in Fine 
andApplifedArts, Foreign L^xiguages, Letters. Library 
Sciences,' Mathematics, 'Physical Scrences, and 
Sodai ^^^dences; and at the Unrversity, in Leners, 
Pu&lic Affairs and Services, and Social Sciences. ^ 

In fall 1977, the disdpline division at the State

Introduction 

The Caltfornia Community Colleges are authoniedto 
grant one; and two-year certfficaies, and two year ' 
associate degrees. The California State University 
. and Colleges is authorized to award both the 
bachelor's and master's degree, but the doctorate 



may only be awarded unc^a joint doctoral degree 
program *wfth the University. The University of 
California has exclusive jurisdiction over graduate^ 
instruction in the professions' of Law, Medicine, 
Dentistry, Veterinary hAedicme, Pharmacy, and 
Optome^. It has sole authonty for awarding the 
c{octoral degree, except that m selected fields, joint 
doctoral degrees may be awarded with the Californfa 
State Unh^ersity and Colleges. 

Calrfomia's 265 independent degree-granting 
institutions av/ard degrees from the associate 
through the doctoral a r>d first professional levels See 
Appendix A for an explanation of California's laws 
governing issuance of degrees by nonpublic

Degree* Conferred by 
Calrfornia Trends 

The California Community Colleges are the only 
public degree-granting entity which award associate 
degrees. In 1976-77, the 104 Community Colleges* 
conferred 69,201 associates, an increase of 2 1 
percent Since academic year 1 973-74 Although the 
total number of associates increased, the number of 
degrees awarderf to men decreased 5 3 percent, 
while women receiving associates increased 12 0 
pet'cent « 

The California State University and Colleges and the 
University of California awarded 64,169 bachelor's 
and 15,907 master's degrees in 197^-77 
Additionally, the University awarded 1 ,991 
doctorates (8 jointly wrth the State University and 
Colleges), 450 intermediate degrees between the 
master's and doctorate, and 1,714 first professional 
degrees including- 170 in Dentistry, 539 in 
Medicine, 57 in Optometry, 99 m Veterinary 
Medicine, 758 trl Law, and 91 m Pharmacy 



Bachelor's degrees avvarded by the Califomia State 
University and Colleges declined 7.3 percent since 
acatJemic year 19^-73, with male degree winners 
decreasing 16.1 pircent and female degree wihners 
increasing 6.3 percent. For the first time inf ive years, 
master's degrees awarded at the State University 
and Colleges were the same for both men arxl 
women, 4,972. Female master's degree winners 
increased 52.4 percent smce 1972-73, compared to 
a ^.0 percent deaease m male degree winners. 

At the University of California, like the State 
University and Colleges, womeq, registered the most 
substantial increases in 311 types of degrees. 
Baccalaureate degrees increased 22 9 percem „ 
During the same period, doctorates awarded to men* 
declined Jdy 11.2 percent, compared to ^ 7 2 percent 
UTcreas^ for women. 

At the University of Califomia, the most substantial 
increases indegreesawarded to women, we^eatthe 
first professional degree level In 1972-73, 2 6 
percent of Dentistry graduates were women, wJgte in 
1 976-77 the figure increased to 22.9 percent OTring 
the same five-year period, female graduates in 
Wedicine increased from 9 1 percent to 1 9.7 percent 
in Optometry from ^ 7 9 percent to 33.3 percent arxl, 
m Law from 14.5 percent to 340 percent The 
percent of female graduates in Veterinary Medicine 
and Pharmacy have remained relatively constant at 
approximately 23 percent and 45 percent 
respectively 

National and Selected States Comparative Trends 

National, California, and P^nsylvania trends in 
degrees awarded by public institutions were Simijar 
from the 1971-72 through the 1975-76 academic 
years. The percent increase of bachelor's decrees 
awarded by four-year public institutions reached a 
peak in 1973-74, then declined in 1974-75 and 
1 975-76 New York and Texas tnstrtutions continued 
to increase the number of bachelor's degrees 
awarded throughout the period During the last two, 
years of the period, Illinois and Michigan departed 
from the national trend, decreasing the number of 
degrees awarded below the 1971-72 base year 

California women attending public institutions 
achieved' a greater percent increase m bachelor's 
degrees awarded in 1 975 76 over the base year than 
did v/omen nationally— 14 5 percent versus 9 5 
percent California men, on the other hand, 
registered a decrease of 0,5 percent in 1975-76, 
while there- was a 3.3 percent mcrease nationally 
The spread between increases or decreases in 
degrees awarded by sex in 1975-76 was greater in 
California than in any of its comparison states The 
percent mcrease or decrease in 1 975-76 for men and 
women was nearly equal in Illinois, Michigan, and 
Pennsylvania 

Four-year public mst^utions across the nation 
produced gams m master's degrees conferred m 
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each year of the 1971-72 through 1975-76 penod, 
Nationallv, there were 23.4 percent more master's 
degrees awarded m 1 975-76 than m' the base year of 
1971 -72.* Among comparison slates, Texas led with a 
51.6 percent increase. Part of this mcreasewas due 
to the opening of new upper division and graduate 
campuses of the tlmversity of Texas and of Texas A & 
I in the earjy 1970's. Pennsylvania presents a 
paradox. While graduate enrollment increased 16.3 
percent m 1975 oyer the 1974 level, the number of 
master's degrees awarded m 1975^76 were 3 7 
percent less than the year before. One explanation 
may be the increased percent of part-time students 
erKoHed, vA\o would take longer to complete degree 
requirements. 



In four-year public institutions, women spored > 
dramatic increases nationally, and irt five of Jhe stx 
comparison states, in master s degrees earned Men 
also registered increases, although not as large 
Pennsylvania was the exception during this period, 
the percent of women earning "master s degrees 
increased only slightly, while-that of men decreased 
9 7 percent Women m California who recorded a 
40.3 percent increase m master's degrees earned m 
1975-76 over the base year, were about par for the 
nation California men increased the number of 
degrees awarded by' 6 6 percent m 1975 76. 
somevWiat below the national figure 

Although four year public institutions nationally and 
in Califcrnia_nave awarded more bachelor's and 
master's degrees^m each year since 1971 72. such is 
not the case for doctorates Nationally over these 
years, minimal increases and decreases cancelled 
out each other In Calrforma. other than for 1972 73, 
the number of doctorates awarded remained even, or 
less than even, through 1975-76. Although little 
Similarity is evident among the pompartsoh states. 
New York awarded an astounding 67 percent more 
doctorates in 1 975-76 ihan in the base year 1971- 
72- Conversely. Michigan, awarded fr^ 5 2 percent 
to 42 percent fewer doaoral degrees m each year of 
the period . 

Of crtsen greater significance was the rapidly 
widening gap between male and female recipients of 
the highest academic award In 1975-76. women 
nationally recorded a 51 7 percent increase in earned 
doctorates as against a 9 0 percent decrease for men 
Women in Calrforma also added signifigjptly to the 
pool of potential college and university faculty and 
researchers with an increase of 36 1 percent in 
1975-76, while doctorates awarded to men 
decreased by nearly 9 percent Although the pattern 
was repeated to a greater or lesser extent »n each of 
the comparison states, , New York s four year 
institutions were the epitome of disparity In 1975 
76. while male recipients of the doctorate far 
outdistanced their counterparts throughout the 
nation with a gam of 49 1 percent, female doctorates 
increased by nearly 1 50 percenl 



Natfbnally, the total number of degrees awarded by 
public institutions m Dentistr^^edicme, Veterinary 
Medicme. and Law have increased each year since 
the base year of 1 971 72. This trend v^s also evident 
m California and three of-its comparison states. 
Wonr\en degree recipients recorded remarkabte 
increases over the penod. Nationally, m 1975-76, 
263.B percent more women received professional 
degrees than m 1971-72. The marked difference 
between the percent increases m degrees awarded 
women and the increases or decreases in those 
awarded men throughout the p>eriod 1971-72 
through 1975 76 was evident m each state studied. 

The greatest percent increase fn professional 
degrees awarded nationally occurred in the field of 
'"Medicine in 1975-76. Public institutions awarded 
46,8 percent more M.D. degrees in that year than in 
the base year of 1971-72. California followed the 
national trend, awarding more medical degrees in 
each year repoited. with a 35 6 percent gain in 1 975- 
76 The mosK significant 1975-76 increase— 67 4 
percent over^^ base year awards— occurred in Texas 

Public mstitutions nationally also increased the 
number of D D S and D M D degrees awarded m 
1 973-74 through V975-76 In 1 975-76. this increase 
was 44-8 percent over 1971-72 figures In 1972-73. 
California followed the national trend, awarding 
fewer dental degrees m that year than m the prior 
year California's decrease was greater than that 
experienced by any'of its comparative states, arxJ 
greater than the nation as a whole Only moderate 
increases in D D S, and D M D degrees conferred 
have Seen recorded ov&c the past three years Texas 
and Illinois scored the mc^dramatic increases m 
1975-76. 46 9 percenT^and 47 9 percent, 
respectively 

Public institutions across the nation awarded about 
one-third more Law degrees ?n 1975-76 than in 
1 971 -72 California showed modest gainsdurmg the 
period Each of the cpmpansor^ states appear to be 
unique in their patterns of increases and decreases 
over the five year period New York scored the 
greatest one year gam. 59^ercent m 1975-76 

The number of degrees awarded Jn Veterinary 
Medicine have steadily increased across the country 
Figures for public institutions indicate national 
increases of 28 1 m 1975-76, compared to a 1.2 
percent increase m California In two of the 
comparison states the public institutions do not offer 
programs in Veterinary Medicine 

Degrees Conferred by Discipline 

In 1976-77. the three most frequently selected 
undergraduate majors at the California State 
University and Colleges, were Business and 
Management. Social Sciences, and Public Affairs 
and Services, at the the Universify of California they 
were Social^ Sciences. Biological Sciences, and 
Psychology In the State Univ^sity and Colleges, the 
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greatest number of bachelor's degrees awarded to 
men were in business and Management, Socia]^ 
Sciences and Public Affairs and Sen/ices, while at 
Jhe University^ the greatest nUmber were in Social 
Sciences, Biological Sciences and Engmeenog. State 
University and Colleges women, however, chose 
Social Sciences, Business and Management, and 
Health Professions; University women chose Social 
Sciences^, Psychology and Biological Sciences. 

The field of Education produced the greatest number 
of master's degrees in the State University and 
Colleges and Er>gineering the greatest number at the 
University throughout the period 1972-73 to 1976- 
77. Although women at the State University and 
Colleges earned the exact number of master s 
degrees av/arded to men m 1976-77^48 percent of 
these were in Education, Health Professions and 
Public Affairs and Services were women s second 
and third choices. Education was also chosen most 
often by men at the State University and Colleges, 
followed by Business and Mg;iagement, and PubtiC 
Affairs and Services, 

At the University of California^ women chose 
master's degrees m Health Professions, Business 
and Management, and Education most often, while 
men choSe Engineering, BuSijfess and Management, 
and Social Sciences More women are choosing 
Business and Management as a leading discipline at 
the master's degree level at both the University of 
Calrfornia and the California State University and 
Colleges 

Although the nufnber of doctoral degrees awarded by 
the University are declining steadily. Biological 
Sciences, Social Sciences, and Physical Sciences 
have remained the most popular throughout the 
period 1 972-73 to 1 976-77 Biological Sciences was 
also chosen most often by both men and women 
doctoral candidates during the same reporting 
period 

Degrees Conferred by Ethnicity 

One area which should receive particular attention is 
ethnicity Ethnicity information on degree winners 
has been included, but use of there data should be 
considered carefully prior to employing them m 
legislative, executive, segmental, or institutional 
planning- These ethnicity data w'ere obtained using 
voluntary student self -designation, and may exhibit 
statistically significant abnormalities due* to high 
non-response rates 

Many graduates chose not to report their ethnic 
category in each of the years displayed m the tables 
Reporting categories established by the federal 
government have changed several times over the 
years For these reasons, student ethmcity data are 
not comparable between and wtthiH years, inter or 
intra -segmentally, or between degree types and sex. 
The potential for unintentional miSuse of etlyiiCity 
information for degree winners is very substantial 
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Degrees Conferred by Age 

Information oo decrees conferred by .age has been 
included in this edition of the Information Digest, 
Because onlylwo years of data appear, trend analysis 
peofinent to degrees conferred by age would not be 
^meaningful The * displays, however, have been 
provided for use by the reader In subs^uent editions 
of the Digest trend analysis regaraing degrees 
conferred by age will be included,

JrerW. analysis of data on degrees conferr^ "by 
independent institutions is inconclusive because 
the Vaf^ng number of ir>stitutions reporting iiSn 
yeaVto'year.ln 1972-73, 93 independent California 
institutions reported information on degrees 
^Oj^nfeired, compared to 161 independent institutions 
'in 1976-77. 'Of those reporting in 1976-77, 
' accredited institutions accounted (or 92.6 percent off 
all bachelor's degrees awarded, 95.4 percent of all 
♦ master's degrees, 75.5 percent of all doctorates, and 
75 7 percent of all first professional degrees reported 
by independent colleges, in 1976-77, 88 accredited, 
29 State approved, and 44 authorized independent 
ir^itutions reported. 

The most frequently rftosen discipljnes m 1 976-77 m 
which bachelor'^ degrees were awarded included 
Business and Management. Social Sciehces, and 
Fine and Applied Arts. Metx chos^ Business- and* 
Management most often, while women chose the 
Social Sciences 

Education wgs the leading disapline for masters 
degree recipients, wijh ;nore than 450 awarded to 
men and women m ^1976*77 Men chose Business 
and Management most often, a disciphne m vvhich 
nearly. 3,600 master's degrees we^e awarded, 
women, however, chose Ed6C&tion most often. With 
54 percent of all such degrees Awarded to wgnen 

Over ^,900 doaoral degrees were awarded* by 
mdepen^nt California institutions m 1976-77 
Doctorales m Psychology, were the number one 
fchertfce' for both men and women, followed by, 
Edupation and Engineering 

The independent institutions conferred over 6.400* 
"first,pri)fessionar' degrees, ^th an overwhelming 
4,450 or 69.5 percent in the field of Law 'by 
approximately 50 independent law schools 
Independent irtstitution>frfS^> conferred 392 degrees 
^ edicTngr-^aS degrees irr Dentistry and 279 
degrees in Pharmacy fhere are no independent 
schools of Veterinary Medicme m Cahfornia 

National Trends 

Independent mstitiXjons nationally display a 
relatively flat trend line in bachelor's degrees 
awarded during the five year p^flod reported 
California and Texas, however, registered gams each 
year since 1971-72. Michigan-made a slight gam in 
1976-76, and attributes this to the effect of its 
improved student financial aid program for students 
attending independent institutions The national 
trend by sex indicates, as with public colleges, that 
increases achieved by women were greater than 
those achieved by men in each of the survey years In 
fact, in every year of ^/^e survey, ^depfepdent 



institutions awarded fewer degrees to men than in 
the base year The 1975-76 decline in men receiving 
^ bachelor's degrees below bas^ year figures* laalso' 
evident for New York. Illinois, and Pennsylvania. 
Women in these states scored increases each year, 
hovN/ever In th^ academic year 1975-76, California 
^ women registered a greater increase in the percent 
of degrees awarded than women in any state in the 
survey, ' . ' • ^ 

The pattern among students receiving their master ^ 
degrees from independent institutions ^s one of 
st3ady to marked increase ,over the base year. 
Nationally, these colleges and universitiesawarded 
nearly 24 percent more master s degrees m 1 975-76 
than m 1971-72. California's irtdependent 
institutions were particularly notable, awarding 68.2 
percent Vnore master's m 1975-76, as opposed to a 
3 7 percent decline among public institutions. 
Pennsylvania's increases during the past three years 
were due to increases among women degree * 
recipients In 1974-75, and again in 1975-76, 
Pennsylvania women earned 29 2 percent more 
master's degrees thaa m the base year of 1 97 1 -72 
Men earned 4 1 percerK fevver degrees in 1974-75 
and 0 5 percent fewesin 1975-76 tharj iq 1971-72* 

Cali'fornia was the fading state throughout the 
period displayed In 1975-76. women received nearly 
142 percent more master's degrees than m 1 971-72, 
w^le men werevawarded 45 6 percent mor€ than in 
the fc^se year In each case, graduates of California's 
independent institutions far outdistanced the growth 
among degree recipients nationally 

^ ^ Nationally, independent institutions^ awarded- an 
' jncreaSing number of doctorates each year from 
73 thr^^h 1975-76. i,n contrast to the almost 
(evefAperfornci^ftc^ of public institutions California 
independent institutions showed^ greater gains 
relative to the base year of 1971-72 than did the 
natton aS 'a whdTa There appear to be inverse 
relationships between fndependent and public 
institutions in several of the states As one sector 
increased the rtumber' of doctorates awarded, the 
other deci^ased 

Texas IS an example of this pattern While public 
institutioris increased the number of doctorates^ 
awarded by 4 8 percent in 1972-73. independent 
^ institutions decreased the number by 14,4- percent 
The next ye^r. publi^nstitutions increased by only 
3 5 percent over the base year, but independents 
reversed their prior decrease by nearly 1 0 percent^ In 
New tork. public institutions increased the number 
of doctorates nearly 67 percent over the base year m 
1976-76. but independent institutions registered a 
1 3.4 percent decrease. 

California did not display this inverse r^ationsl\ip 
but. rather, a parallel pattern of increases and 
decreases Indeper^^nt institutions however, did 
record greater increases each ye^ than did public

As in the public mstrtutions, increases among 
women doctorates far exceeded increases, arpong 
men. In CaJifomia, women doctorates increased by 
89 per^nt in \ 975 76 over the base year, wh*le men 
increased by 1 2.2 percent. Both sexes exceeded the 
national pattern. 

Independent institutions awarded 47.6 percent mote 
profess^ional degrees m 1975 76 nat»t>]^ally than m 
the base year of 1971-72 Women scored increases 
far in excess of those achieved by men, riat'onallv, m 
California, and in each of the comparison states. 
Nationally?* women earned ?53,5 percent more 
professional degrees m 1975 76 than they had \x\ 
1971 •'72, compared to an increase of 82 1 percent 
among men. 

The nation's independent med»cai schools increased 
the number of M.D/s awarded m each of the past four 
years.. nearly 43 percent jnoore degrees were awarded 
m 1975-76 than m 1971-72 California mstitutions 
registered a 39 6 percerit gam in 1975 76 fexasand 
lllinOiS data exhibit sharp mcreases. but no 



explanations vvere given by the state agency 
Itacted. 




The nation's^TrttJependent dental schools also 
showed a steady mcre^s^ m D.D.S. end D.M.D. 
degrees^warded since 1971-72, with 35.2 percent 
more degrees awarded m 1975-76 th^ m the base 
year. California had an increase of 39.4 pi^rcent m 
1973 74, and smaller increases ih the two, 
subsequent years. Texas agam exhibited an unusual 
movement a gam of 133.7 percent m 1974-75 over 
1971-72 I 

Very few degrees m Veterinary MediCine are 
awarded by .ndependent institutions For example, m 
1974-75 a total of 115 D.V.M. ^degrees were 
conferred nationally. As a result an increase or 
decrease of 1 Ostudents m one year may pr,oduce an 8 
to 10 percent change m the trend line. Four of the 
states in the survey, including Calrforma, do not have 
mdependent schools^ of Veterinary M^dicirve. 

Graduates of Indepe'ndent law schools increased 
sharply m several states. The natior^al pictureshov/s 
an increase of 59 percent m 1&7&-76 over the base 
year California i>as over fifty independent law 
schools In 1975*76^ they awarded 1 lO.s' percent

The vast majority of full-time faculty hold ninevmonth 
' teaching corttracts, with the remaining faculty on 
eleven-month contracts The California State 
UniversTty and Colleges use nine-month contracts 
exclusively. The number of eieven-month contracts 
^ has de€reased in both the California Community 
Colleges and the University of California Because of 
the small number of eleven month contract faculty 
they v^nll be excluded from this analysis The 
independent instftutioos. however, appear to f^aye a 
large and increasing number of faculty who teach the 
year around Inasmuch as data submitted by the four 
specialized/professional school^ are not comparable 
and are incomplete, no attempt at analysis has been 
made "

The number of fuil-time, nine-month contraoUaculty 
in ail three pubUc segments mcreased sl.ghtly from 
FaU»1^76 toi^all 1977. by approximately 1 percent 
The Aumber of Community College faculty increased 
by! 2 5 percent, contrasted to a decrease 1 7 
percent in the University of Cal»fornia Faculty »n the 
dbtfiOrma StateAi^iversity and Colleges increased by 
l&s\han 7 percent Although a sharp increase in the 
♦-'rwVnber of faculty tn. mdependent institutions iS 
> evqdept m (he displays, np statistically accurate 
*^^^ce'nt increase ca'r\ tte, calculated inasmuch as 
• /drffere/it institutions reported for Fall 1977 than had 
^ reported in earlier years 

All-ranks average faculty salaries have nsen steadily 
*' mover the period from Fall 19*/4 through Fall 1977. 
\lthough the pattern of increases differ among the 
^ ^\ several segments of higher education Using Fall 
1974 as a base, the Cahfornfa Comanunity Colleges 
ftave 'experienced an annual average compound 
growth rate of 6 6 percent in facutty salaries, the 
California Stdte University and Colleges, 7 0 percent, 
and the University of California' 6 6 percent Dyrmg 
the sanr^H>eriod, the National Consumer Price Index 
has increased at an anrijfal compound growth rate of 
6.6 percent. Therefore, although the dollar amount of 
salaries has ificreased, there has been no real 
lOcrease in buying power for California faculty 



Within the pniversity, salaries received by male 
faculty at the three upper academic ranks remained 
higher than salaries received by female faculty m 
those ranks throughout the period reported. The gap 
between salaries of male Professors and that of 
female Professors has decreasd from 10.6 percent m 
1 973-74 to 7.3 percent in 1 977-78. At the Associate- 
Professor level, a 1.3 peccant difference in 1974-75 
has increased to 21 percent in 1 ^ll-lZ. while at the 
^ Assistant- Professor rank a 4.3 percent difference 
has been reduced to 2.1 percent. Inasmuch as there 
remains but one InsUuctor in the University, no 
salajry comparisons are possible. 

Average all-ranks salary for male faculty in the State 
University and Colleges remains greater than that of 
female faculty At each of the four academic ranks, 
however, this disparity is only 1 to 2 percent. The 
significance of the all-ranks average figure is 
distorted by the overwhelmmg number of males in 
the higher salaried ranks of Ptofessor and Associate 
Professor There are nearly seven times as many 
male Professors as female Professors, and over three 
and one-half times more male than female Associate 
Professors 

Salaries for male faculty within the Community 
Colleges also continued to be higher than those for 
females— $22,752 for males as against $21,684 for 
females— m 1977 In 1977-78, ^laries of male 
faculty increased 7 percent over 1976-77. whife 
salaries of female faculty increased by 9 percent 

The percent of faculty with tenure: or security of 
appointment, has renwned relatr/ely constant m the 
Community Colleges over the four. year period. Fall 
1974 through Fall 197?. and is the highest percent 
tenured among all four segments In contrast to the 
84 percent figure for Community Colleges, the 
mdependent institutions reported only 48 percent of 
nine-month contract faculty as holding tenure Both 
the State University and Colleges, and the Universtty 
reported increases for the penod In the State 
University and Colleges full-ttme tenured faculty 
increased from 71 percent m Fall 1974 to 75 percent 
in Fall 1977 Generally speaking, withm institutions 
'having regular academic ranks., tenure iS granted 
only to faculty at the xank of Professor or Associate 
Professor In addition to the regular academic rankSj - 
of Professor, ' Associate Professor. Assistant 
Professor, and Instructor, the University also has 
Lecturers and faculty, with no academic rank 
Although a few of these are ^hgible for tenure, or 
security of appointment, they tiave been excluded 
from this discussion Most Community Cofleges do ' 
^ not use academic ranks for their faculty 

An increasing percent of the Community College's 
nine-month contract faculty are women As a result ^ 
of these new appointments, the percent of women 
^ with teir>ure declined. With a reduced rate of increase 
in new appointments m 1977, however. *and witTi 
more women meeting the criteria for being awarded 
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tenure, women experienced a tenure increase of 5 
peogent in 1977 over 1976, from 74 percent to 79 
percent 

The State University and Colleges has experienced 
an increased concentration of faculty m the upper 
two academic ranks, both among mates and females 
While the total number of female faculty has 
decreased over the period, this decrease has been 
entirely at the two Iqwer academic levels The 
number of female faculty in the upper two ranks has 
increased 33 percent since Fall 1973

Women constitute only 1 1 percent of the full-time, 
nine-month' contract faculty m 'the Universtty Of- 
these, 42 percent had tenure ^n f all 1977 The 
greatest number of new women faculty were hired in S 
Fall 1 975, causing the percent with tenure to drop to 
37 percent There,are no tenured faculty iri the lower 
■ two academic ranks within the University Fifty-five 
percent of thfe women hold appo^htments in these 
ranks, compared to 19 percent of the men In Fall 
1974, 59 percent of the women faculty m the 
University were in the lower two ranks, compared to 
25 percent of ihe men 

Wtthin the independent sector, oniy SOperdept of the 
male f acutty and 36 percent of the female f aca/ty neid 
tenure m Fall 1 977 These percentages are atx)ut tne 
same as reported m Fall 1975 

Wfthin higher education, the doaorate is usually 
**considered the .appropriate academic degree for 
teaching and- research This \% more the case at 
institutions offering upper-division and graduate 
work, however, than m mstJtuttons offe^'^ng onty 
lower-division programs 

In reviewing f ?ve years of dat^ for the State University 
and Colleges, it appears that the percent of full-time 
faculty With doctorates .T\creased each year from 
1973 through 1976, thep dropped m 1977 While the 
percent of full Professors with a doctorate remained 
constant in 1976 and 1 977, these two years v/ere^he 
lowest of the f fve years reported In 1 977, the percent 
pf Associate Professors possessing the doctorate, 
, having J mproved their standmg from 45 7 percent m 
1&73 to 53 6 percent in 1976, fell to 46 Q percent m 
1977 Among the State University and Cotteges 208 
iQStructors in 1973ronly 0 5 pfercent had earned the - 
doctorate In 1977, with nearly the same hLfmber at 
the. Instructor rank. 5 4 percent possessed their 
degree ^ 



Inasmuch as the University offers instruction at the 
advanced graduate l^vel, it is to be expected that a 
higher proportion of faculty at each rank||^ould 
possess the doctorate. A brief glance ar-the * 
accompanying chart confirms this. In 1977* the 
percerit of full-time faculty with doctorates was 
identical to the percent holding the degree in 1973, 
86 9 percent This is an improvement over the past 
four years, however, as the composrte of all-ranks 
faculty wrth doctorates experioficed a slight decline, 
starling in 1974 In 1974, the percer)tof Professors 
with a doctorate increased to 91 ,1 percent from the 
previous year s 89,4 percent Following declines in 
the ensuing two years, the percent once more 
increased to 89 J percent 

The percent of Associate Professors holding a 
doctorate m 1977 was almost equal to that of full 
Professors, and near^ equaled the 90 4 percent of 
Associate Professors with doctorates in 1973 
Among'Assistant Professors, other than for a slight 
qpward movement in 1976!fthe percent of doctorates 
has declined aimost steadily since 1973 In 1977, 
76 8 percent held that degree, compared to 81 9 
percent in 1973 Among University full-time nine- 
and eleven-month faculty, the Instructor ratik 
appeared most volatile The number of fatuity m this 
rank has declined sharply smce 1975. the year m 
which the greatest percent held doctorates This 
acade/nic rank has alruost been phased out at the 
University

In California, the budget process is quite different for 
four-year and graduate institutions than for^he tw6 
year Community CoMeges. Since their founding, the 
University of California anqthe State University &nd 
Colleges were consider^ Stat^ institutions and 
received no funds from local governments The 
"junior" or community ceHeges, v^hich began asm 
extensions of the high schools, v^ere supported'^ 
through a statutory finance formulav/hich rpatche^ 
Stat^ funds with local tax revenues , 

Today, the Universtty of Cafrfornia and the California 
State University and Colleges are subject to the 
State's anriual "budget cyde '* After months of 
preparation, these two segments present their base 
budgets for the. current year, calculate baseline ^ 
adjustments by estimating inflation increases and 
earoljment changes, and put forward 
budget/program cha»ge proposals, mcFuding 
requests for salary increases Although these 
"change proposals ' rarefy exceed 15 percent of a 
segment's total budget, they are important for rv/o 
reasons 

1 They usually become part of the segment s base 
budget and receive minimal review m later 

^ years; and 

2 T^ey often represent new directions for the 
institutions and nev^ obligations lor the State 

*Customarify, the Governor and the Department of 
Finance cut thesebudget/program change proposals 
substantially, but they. rarely lov/er the baseline 
adjustments and usually leave the-^se untouched 
The Governor's Budget is then introduced as the 
"Budget Bill," whKh v/mds its way through the 
legislative process until adopted by the Legislature in ' 
June and signed by the Governor, The Governor has 
line Item veto power over the budget adopted by the 
legislature Although most State fOnds for the 
University and the State University are allocated by 
formulas biased on enrollment, categorical aid for 
special programs represents a significant portion of 
their total budgets These programs typicallyreceive 
the most legislative attention 

The California Community Colleges draw upon.fwe 
sources to support their current operations State 
apportionments, district revenues, county funds, 
federal aid, and mrnimal student fees The two 
primary, sources ^re the State apponionments and * 
district revenues, which provide approximately 90 ♦ 
percent of the total income forttiese colleges • 

, Each Community College district is authorized to levy 
a general purpose tax and several "permissive * taxes 
on the property tax rolls of the district Basically, the 
maximum' tax rate is*th.e district's 1975-76 general . 
purpose rate adusted proportionally bry any increases 
in the adult population and by chartges <n the 
Government Price Index Because wealth varies 



widely among California's, seventy Community 
College districts, the local revenues per student are 
quite unequal Therefore, the State apportionrf)*ents 
are des^offed to equalize the income per student 
amon^ the districts by distributing more dollars to 
poorer districts than to wealthy districts The 
State s avef ^ge apportionment m 1 976-77 was $^9 
per unit of Average Daily Attendance (ADA), but 
individual apportionments ranged from $125 to 
ST, 276 per' ADA (The use of Average Daily 
Attendance '(ADAi for community colleges is a 
vestige qi their orrgic) withm the public school 
system Generally, there are two census weeks per 
*terna and enrollcnent is counted in terms of Weekfy 
Stud*ent Contact Hours These hours arethen divided 
by various formulas to determine ADA One Unit of 
ADA roughly equals one full-time-equivalent 
student ) 

In some ways, this statutory method of State 
apportionment provides more security for the 
Community Colleges m estimating the^r income from 
the State than does the budget method for the 
University of California and the Califorjiia State 
University and Colleges^ This method also leSds to 
less legislative scrutiny during the budget hearings 
^mce ft IS based solely on anendance, however, the 
Community College formula lacks fjexibliity in 
adjusting annual appropriations to meet changing 
needs and circumstances Also, Community Coilege 
budgets are not considered for augmentations withm 
the Governor s Budget, they ^ave tocompeteior any 
monies that remain after passage of the annual 
Budget Act Furthermore, the State's policy \s not to 
provide categorical aid f^r the Community Colleges 
beyond the statewide programs and operations 
shown tn the Expenditures display 

In sum, the process for financing the ctrrrent 
operations of the Community Colleges reflects the 
tradrtionally local orientat»on of these institutions 
while the budget review process reflects the 
statewide character of the University of California 
and the California St^e^niversity and Colleges 

Because of the varying program expenditures and, 
income se^rces among the segments, terms and 
their defmitions used in this section are provided 
within the text The reader should note the 
Caveats — Please Note portion of the text prior to

California Community Colleges 

The California Community Colleges receive 
apprpximately 30 percent of their total annual 
mg^ome from State apportionments and local taxes/a 
stable mixture of these revenues is essential for t)*»e 
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health of the insititution;5. in 1974j^S7^the total 
income t)f the seventy college districts, including 
HOPS, v^as $1,000,399,035, of which the State 
provid6i*42.9 percent.^or' $428.7 million, The'State s 
support roseta$491.3 million m 1975 6 bwt dropped 
to $45 1^) million m 1 979-7 /which represented 35 8 
percent ^of the total budgets of the cojieges ThiS 
senous decline m the proportion of disSiCt budgets, 
"supported by the State was caused by a change the 
State's finance formula and by a 6 1 percent fall in 
Average Daily Attendance (ADA) bewvej5^975 76 
and 1976-77. 

This decline appears to be ^n aberratiorr since State 
expenditure^ for current operations of the 
Community Cqlleges are projected at $t67, 341,1 61 
for V978-79 This represents a 60 percent >ncrease m 
State supporj during the past five years Over thiS 
period. State apportionments to the districts have 
^llen»from 97,4 percent to 96.2 percent of the State's 
total expenditures for the Commi^nity Colleges, whil^ 
the statewide operations and programs of the 
Chancellor's office have mcrease<^ from 2 6 percent 
to\3.8 percent of the State's expenditures This 
increase in statewrajp administration is due primarily 
to the large mcrea^ m expenditures for the Extended 
Opportunity Pjog'ram and Services (HOPS)/ which 
provides finat^cial aid grants and tutormg/counsei- 
ing servtcfe to disadvamtaged students in the 
projected budget for 1978-79, EOPS w»ii constitute 
64 5 percent of the expenditures by the Chanceiior s 
Office-

In contrast to the Community College 
ajiportionments. State funds are provided to the 
California State University anb Colleges according to 
standard program classifications which relate the 
funds to institutiorral objectives The largest 
classification is "Instruction, " which includes the 
expense of ail salaries and supplies for activities m 
which students earn academic credit tov/ard 8 
degree The next largest classification is 
"Institutional Support/' which includes the expenses 
of campus and statewide pdmmiStrations, phySiCal 
plant operations, facotty and staff serviv^es, an\j 
community relations^ Student Services include 



^sOOia.1 and cultural programs, supplementary educa 
*tional s$ry<es, counsejmg and career guidance, and 
student fmanclaiaid ''Academic Support" consists 
of , expenses for lib>ar*es^ audio visual services, 
computing support, and an^cttteQi^upport "Inde 
pendant Operations ' contam a variety ot.^xiliary 
organizations and special projects performed^iri^^ 
college employees wh|Ch are.not an mtegrat'paft of 
the mstcuaional functioh. dihmg halls, book stores, 
college umons, and campus foundations. No cirrject 
State Support is provided for these activities 
Similarly, State support is minimal fQf the classifica- 
tions ^f "Research" and "Public Service" because* 
California's Mafeter Plan limits the role of the State . 
University ar\d Colleges in these areas. 

Since 1974-75, expen<^ures from the States 
General Fund have inaeased 45 percent for the 
State University as shown m the Irrcome displays. 

Particularly 'important is the fact that the General 
Fund's portion of that segment's' total income has 
nsen from 69^8 percent in 1 974-7^ to 77 7 percent in 
the proposed budget for 1 978-79 The State s portion 
has increased chiefly because State University 
income from several other sources has not kept pace 
with inflation or with the overall growth of the 
system's budget 

This 77 7 percent is fbr nr^ore than the State'sSxjrtion 
of the anticipated total mcome for the Community 
Colleges for 1 978-79 (approximately 40 percent) and 
the State's -portion of the University of California's 
tot^l support budget proposed 1or 1978-79 
(approxiTTiately 31 4 percent) 

Unh/ersrty of California 

As shov/n by the Experfditures display, the University 
of California "follows much the same program 
classificatjon format as does the California State 
Ufyversfty and Colleges except for acWitional 
categories such as teaching hospitals and federal 
research grants The State's General Fund provides 
mosrof the money to the University for Instruction, 
Academic Support. Public Se'rvice, Institutional 
Support, and Maintenance of Plant 

The State has increased its General Fund support of 
the University by 52 percent since 1 974-75s a figure 
higher than the percent increase m total dollars for 
the State University, but less than the percent 
increase for the Community Colleges Different 
trends are apparent, however, for the State's<portion 
of the three budgets. As noted earlier, the State's 
portion of income for the Communrty Colleges has 
fallen since 1974-75, but has increased steadily for 
the State University Unlike these two segments, the 
State's portion of the University's total operations ' 
budget has remained remarkably stable, around 31 
percent for the past five years 

The University s budget for 1978 79 totals $2 5 
billion, the following displays show the magnitude 
and diversity of its activities for mstruction, research

facilities. The Univergity of California* is. now 'the 
largest nort-federafYecipient of Yesearch money from 
the U.S. Government. In acklm'on, the State provides 
^almost $60' million for the University's. Organized

for t^e immediate application of much research 
through Public Service, the largest element Withm

increases) Because of^concern for its educat»onai 
component, virtually all of the University s budget 
change proposals for 1978-79 were for increases m

Capital Outlay^ 

The University of California the California State 
Unive/Sfty and Colleges, and thje California 
^Community Colleges have simMar processes tn 
yapt>roaching the State for capital outlay, although the 
Community Colleges rely on local funds to match 
State^unds All three segments nov/ participate m 
thq Capital Outlay Fund for Pubhc K^gher Education 
(COFPHE). which recetves annual revenues from the 
sale of California tidelands oil 

All three segments ojesent their requests to the 
Department of B<5Tance accorQing to ^r»onty 
'categories The [Jfepartment of Finance and the 
Governor estinriate how much mooey is available m 
the CQFPHE fund and how many projects can be 
funded for each segcnent The approved projects are 
then included m the Governor s Budget -and senwd 
* the Legislature Finally, the Budget B»ll is adopted by 
the Senate and Assembly m June but the Governor 
can still veto capital outlay projects before signmg the 
Bilf 

Competition among the se^ents for COFPH^unds 
h'as increased significantly because the 1 972 Health 
Sciences Bond Funds heve been/exhausted by the 
University, and California voters recently defeated a 
$1 50 million construction bond act for the 
• Community Colleges Because of this competition for 
limited funds, the Governor has established the 
criterion that capital q^tlay projects must be 
' necessary to protect life and safety, to make extsting 
facilities operable or to meet critical program 



capacity needs at existing campuses The following 
dispiays show declining anriounts av^ailablefor capital 
outlay m ail segmeniP^ parHy because enrollments 
are not growing statewide, partly because the speciaf 
bond funds have been exhausted, andpartly beeause 
of the Governor's crlt^rlon

Veterans Aff#rs has an Educational Assistance 
Program 

In addrtipn. the federal government funds a variety of 
educational assistance programs m ail segments^ of 
higher education, including private institutions 

Financial assistance is usually provided to'mdividual. 
students through packages" of assistance, ^ut 
together at the campus level The Student Aid 
Commission and campuses coordinate awards to 
individuaf students to the extent possible to assure 
maximum utifrzation of funds The assistance 
package is made up of a combination of grants, loans, 
work-study, and. other firlancial aid appropriate to 
each student's needs In addition, the Student Aid 
Commission has been 'authorized to act as the 
guarantee agency for the Federal Insured Student 
Loan Program

BUdg'et Changes 

The Stat^ California continues to budget an 
increasing amount of funds that, when combined 
withr-^ederal, ir>stitutional. 3nd other funds, provides 
a balanced and diversified fmanctai aid program to 
students 

In 1 978-79, Stat& funds budgeted for the CaJ Grant 
Scholarship prograci will increase $5 5 million, 1 0 4

percent over 1977-78. The College Opportunity 
Grant program is budgeted at a level which is $2 6 
million higher than 1977-78, ap increase of 15.1 
percent The Occupational Education and Training 
Grant program is being increased by^353,000, 1 2.3 
percent over the priOr year These increases are due 
to a combination of factors, including statutory 
increases in the number of grants authorized, the 
effects of college choice on the parvof students, and 
anticipated tuition mcrea%^s. 

The tSraduate Fellowship Program is budgeted at a 
level $719,000 higher than 1976-77, a two-year 
increase of 34,2 percent. This increase is attributable 
to two factors, the enachment of AS 71 5, Hughes (Ch 
*1 063/77) which expanded the program by $500,000 
and the anticipated effects of mflation on the cost of 
the program 

State Scholarships 

State Scholarships assist academically able, 
financially needy students to complete four years of 
'coitege at institutions of their cho»ce Awards may be^ 
used for tuitior^tand fees only The average State 
scholarship is budgeted at $1,352 for V978-79 

Collego^pportunity Grants 

The College Opportunity Grant (COG) Pro^m is 
targeted to meet the needs of lownncome, 
disadvantaged students who have demonstrated a 
strong academic recoc^ while in high school A 
specis^l allowance asststs a CO^ student tn meeting 
the costs of living away from home A COG student 
v/ho attended a Community College may. m his or her 
last two years of undergraduate study, receive 
additional support for tuition costs at any accredited 
four-year^coll^e in California 

Occupational Education and Training Grants 

Occupational Education and Training Grants (OETG) 
are unique in that they assist students preparing for 
vocatioriaixpr occupational careers Awards are made 
to students\electihg public; private nonprofit, and 
proprietary institutions alike Students are enrolled 
m 3 wide variety of programs including, for example, 
surgical technician, correctional officer, and' 
secretary , 

Graduate Fellowships 

The Graduate Fellov/ship Program provides tuition 
grants for .disadvantaged and talented graduate 
stubents Students who are chosen as gradu^e 
fellows may use their fellov/ships at any accredited 
school in California As noted earlier, this program 
has been mcreased 25 percent by Chapter 1063. 
Statutes of 1977 

Educ^tional^ Opportunity Progrfims 

Wh'iie the State has emphasized freedom of student 
choice m rfs financial aid programs by givmg the 
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student the option of which institution to attend, it 
has also provided assistance to students through 
mstitutionelly based programs. The various 
educational opportunity prograims allow campuses of 
the three public segments and Hastings College of 
*Law to recruit, counsef, and otherwise assist 
specially selected low-mcome, disadvantaged 
students. * 

Federal Pi:ogr»m8 

In addition jio the State and institutionally funded 
programs, California students also ceceive 
assistance from various federal student aid 



programs.. These play a significant role in extending 
/educational opportunities to Califomians The 
newest provides Basic EduCc^tional Opportunity 
Grants ^BEOG) tp financially needy students and has 
substantially increased the amounj of aid to 
CaJrfqtptans. All pptentially eligible students 
applying for State financial aid are required to also 
apply for BEOG. The amount of BEOG received is 
taken into account in "padcaging" financial aid for 
the student BEOG thus provides the State with the 
ft^xibrtlty to allocate funds to more students or to 
ina|^e the total financial aidpadcage that a student 
reo^rves.

Storefront or business tocations, 
hospital facilities, and civic and community centers 
each comprise about 8 percent of off-campus 
facilities. 

Most facilities used. for off-campus. instruction are 
either donated^, shared with another educalionai 
irtstitution. Three-fourths of all off-campus locations 
are made available at no cost.to the campus offering 
instruction. Another 16 percer^t are leased Only 2 
percent of all off-campus sites are owned by the 
instrtution, although the Community Colleges stiM 
pwn 94 such facilities. 



Over half of the 4,408 reported locations are less 
than ten miles from the horn^ campus. Among -the 
Community CoHeges. some 229 sites are within a 
mile . of Xfye campus. The independent' colleges go 
f^her afield, offering courses at 162 locations 
which are 100 miles or more from the home campus 

About 40 percent of all oi^-c^mpus locations offer 
only one course: another 37 percent offer between 
two and five coufses. White the percentage of sit^^at 
which 20 or mor^ courses are available may seem 
negligible. It is ,Worth noting that there are 183 
locations within the CommunityCofleges whjchx^ffer 
at least 20 courses and 53 such locations operated by 
independent colleges or universities- 

Credit and noncredit enrollments by location pirovide 
another measure of the relative size of current off- 
campus operations. It is the total number of 
registrations, however, that is most noteworthy here 
Because of inconsistencies m reporting enrollment, 
the number of registrations is a njore reliable 
indication of participation rates than headcbont 
(number of persons) or PTE (FuUTlme ^^^Utvater^ 
tabulations A combined total of 556.850 credit and 
noncredit registrations were reported at ofi-5campus* 
locations for the fall term of 1 976. This figure^ it mtist " 
' be remembered, does not represent irK^ividuals, 
since one person may have enrolled in two or more 
courses 

The vast majority of pff-campus locations operated by 
public colleges and universities do not offer enough 
courses m a program to allow a student to complete 
50 percent or more of^the requirements for that 
certificate or degree program Even so, some 830 
programs {those offermg 50 percent or more of the 
requited courses) are available at off-campus sites 
Ambng the independent colleges, on the other hand, 
396.* or 75 percent, of the locations offer at least half 
of the courses required for a degree In fact, twenty- 
two sponsored by independent colleges allow for the 
completion of ten or more ^different degree or 
certificate programs. 

The most commonly offered programs at off campus 
locations are in the fields of Business and 
Management {22 percent) and Education (18 
percent). The independent colleges, for example, 
offer programs m Education at 250 different 
locations and m Business and Management at 173 
Amoog the other most widely available programs are 
those in Public Affairs and Services. Social Sciences, 
Engineenn^* and Psychology

. carnpus cpurses failed to return the survey forms, 
some of the totals m the following tables represent 
less than a complete count. It is also the case that 
enrollment records for off campus noncredit courses 
appear at times to be rather casually maintained.

• The Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT), part of the 
Admissions Teeing Program of the Cotlege Entrance 
Examination Board, is used extertsively by public and 
- independent colleges throughout the natron as a

admission. AHjreshman applicants to the University 
of Calif ornia.are required to submit SAT scores, while 
applicants to the Cairfornia State University and 
Colleges may /submit scored frpm either the SAT or 
Amerifcan .

' Did You Knew ?. . . 

Any private person or private. entity , operating vithin or froQ the State of California, 
issuing or granting academic or honorary degrees or offering education creditable 
towards a degree objective, must comply with at leajt one of the following statutes 
.of the California Education Code: 

• Section 94303(b) - the degree is limited to evidence of completion , 
of education restricted solely to the principles of a church or 

religious denomlnatios. Such is referred to as an ^exerr:ptedl[ degree. ^ 
t Section 94310(a) - the degree is conferred by an institution" which is 
accredited by a national or regibnal accrediting agency recognized by 
the United States Department of Health, Education, and Welfare, Office 
• of Education, or by' the Committee of Bar E^caminers for the St;ate of 
California. Such is referred to as 'an ^accredited" degree. 

• Section 94310(b) - th^ instJ-tution has been approved by the California 
Superintendent of_^ Public Instruction to award or issue specific degrees. 
Such a specified degree title is referred to as an "approved" degree. 

• ' Section 94310(c) - the Institution has. been authorized to operate by 

virtue of making an annual public disclosure with the Superintendent, 
£d the content of the dis^osure has been, deemed truthful and accurate. 
Such degree issued hereunder is referred to as ^n ^authorized" degreei. 

Recognition " - to Essential Consideration ' 

Degreed .granted or issued in conformance with any one of the above cited statutes are 
all equally legal under the lav . Judgements of value and applicability of a certain 
degree are not* made by the law or by the State. The appropriateness of a degree or 
the applicability of the degree to^a job or the transfer of education credit is decided 
by thbse who must render such evaluations for those specific purposes. 

Persons seeking to obtain an earned degree and those delegated responsibility for 
evaluating for recognizing a degree must determine for themselves the applicability' 
and value of the degree, based primarily upon the requirements of law under which it 
was issue* or granted. A proepeative etudent needs to make certain that tfee degree 
and course .work will be recognized by those who must make such judgements at other 
institutions, in licensing agencies, and in acctipition personnel offices. ^ School 
boardsj licenaing agencieSj college registrarej and others who must determine value 
and applicability must obtain information sufficient to ascertain the legal basis for 
the issuance of the degree. To those ends, the folloi>ing ia preeente^ for clconfica*-

Degree ^Prohibitions . 

k private person or entity may not issue or grant degrees in or from Call^pmia with* 
out either an authorization or'' approval from the Superintendent or a statutory exemji- 
tion. Violations are specified in Education Code Sections 94320, 94321^ and 94336. 

One cannot buy, bjirter (or offer, attempt, or^ conspire to >do so) any degree, likewise, 
one may not use, give, or receive (o^^attempt or conspire Co do rfo) , in connection with 
a business, trade, profession, or occupation, a degree or other dociiment which has been 
purchased, obtained, fraudulently or illegally issued,, counterfeited, materially altered, 
or found, or which serves to evidence the undertaking pr completion 'of scholastic 
achievement if such has not been undertaken and attained. Violations ere deemed ffilcnies 
and are punishable by tixtt and imprisonment.

Education Code Section 94303(b) exempts: ' - ^ ^ 

"A nonprofit institution owned, controlled, and operated and maintained 

by a bona fide church or religious denomination if such education is, 

limited to instructions in the prdLnciples of that church or denomination, 

or to courses offered pursuant to Section 2789 of the Busines^ and Professions 

Code, and the diploma is limiied to evidence of completion of that education, 

and the meritorious recognition upon which any honorary degree is conferrec^ 

is limited to the principles of that church or denomination." 

The intent of this law is obviously the separation of church and state. A bona fide 
church or religious denomination may provide religious instruction without standards 
and regulations being imposed by the ctaife. The degrees issued must jBtrictly and 

exclusively relate to the principles of,. the church.

An entity may not imply or state that' th^re is any approval or recognition of the 
education or degree in any manner whatever by the state or any agency or ageht thereof.

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' Accreditation is usually 'institutional*; that is, accreditation provides an umbrella 
Upproval of t8^ total institution and«its programs by the accreditftig agency. There 
are many 'accrediting agencies listed by the United- States' Of f ice of Education, each, 
authorized to accredit certain Icipds of programs and degrees. Accreditation by an 
argency not. listed by the United States Office of Education is not recognired as 
' accxedltatio/i.* Further, California lav recognizes only final or full accreditation, 
not candidacy or provisional accreditation status. Accreditation is a nongovern- 
mental activity, a peer review of an institution po assure that its educational ^. / 
operations reflect quality. Accredijied institutions are meeting national standards 
rather than t^nimum state standards' and enjoy vide acceptability in transfer of credit. 

The California Superintendent of Public Instruction accepts the fact of accreditation 
as the basis for issuing an Authorization to Operat-e in California. However, t;Jie 
•Superintenc|jnt has investigatory powers i-n cases where the institution may be violating

For nost private degree-grar.tiylg ins'titiktionSj this ia the onl^u 
realistic arji reascpzczle "^.boks of SeginKing. Many /institutions then move towards 
approval of specified degrees and/or national accijeditation Many chose to remain 
in the "authorized" status to operate relatively free of .government regulation.
